JOHN MONCUHE_ ROBINSON,
Denth of This Well-Known Gentleman—
Sketeh of Iils Unreer.

Nows has been received here of the
death in Baltimors yesterday mormng of
Mr. John Moneurs Robinson. Deceased
was the oldest son of Moncure Robinuson,
a distiiguished eiwil engineer, and grand.
gon of John M. Rotinson, Clerk of the
old Cirenit Court of Richmond.,  Ho waa
eduested at the Virginia Military Institute,
the Urmiversity of virgow, and Harvard,
and el eivil engineenng as his
profess About 183, howeyer, he was
made president of the Seaboard and Roa-
noke ratlroad, sud when the lute civil war
broke out was commissioned p ceaptam of
engineers in the Confederste army. As
such he served for a short while on ihe
stuffs of Generals Loring and Samnel
Jonos, and was then ardered by the Con.
foderate government to Europe to pur-
clinse railroad supplies, On his return he
was appointed military superintendent of
southern railronds,

After the war Mr, Robinson took up lis
residence in Norfolk, where he could su-
perintend the Bay Line of steamers and the
Seaboard railroad, but subsequently be-
came president of the Richmond, Frede-
ricksburg and Potomae railroad. At the
tirue of bis death he was president of the
Old Dominton Steamship Company and of
thie Beaboard Arr-Line,

Mr. Robinson bnd many friends and
relatives in Richmond, About 1568 he
warried Miss Champs Conway, daughter
of the Inte Dr, James H. Conway, Bhe
and seven children survive im. Two of
his daughters have been wttending Mrs
Daniel’s school, in this eity, and left for
Haltimore yesterday morning sccompanied
by Major E. T, [, Myers, who was un mti-
mate personal friend of the deceased.

Mr, Hobinson was about U8 yesrs of age.
He was & thorough master of lis profee-
sion and of the railroad business, and was
peld in high esteen by sll in his emplov,
As a mark of respect to his memory the
Old Dominion steamship in this port yes-
terduy was draped in mourning.

Ground will be broken for the Jefferson
Hotel by March 1at, aud it 18 expected that
the structure will be completed within
eighteen months,

“The Jefferson™ will ba bu:lt practi-
eally by contract. In other wordas, the
excavation, the wood-work, the plastering,
painting, tiling, brick-work, heating appo-
ratus, &e,, will be given out in separnte
contracts, The bulding is to cost in the
perghborhood of §600,000 and will have its
own electrie-light plant and artesian woll.
It is to be of the Italhianvilla style of archi-
tooture, containing a touch of Spanisk and
Venetian finish,

As was published 1o the Dieraren when
those interosted first proposed to erect the
hotel, thers will be a ladies’ entrance on
Fraokiio strect and a business eutrance on
Main street. Sinee then 1t has also been
determined to have s gentleman's or gon.
oral entrance on Jefferson street to which
veliioles will drive,

The honse will be 140 feet in width, and
will extend, ns already published, from
Main to Franklin. It will contain over
three hundred bed-rooms elegautly ar-
ranged and appointed in muifes and single
apartments, There will also be a genc-
rons number of parlors, reception-rooms,
&e., and an immense dining-room and eafe,

A feature of the hotel will be the roof
gardens, ona of which can be used as &
ooncert hall, if so desired. There will
n be a winter garden, covered with
rlass, which will be approached on thy
level with Franklin street,

The main extertor of the structure will
be of eresm-colored brick with terra-cotta
trimmings.
